Clashing opinions are healthy ! 


lt is said that a great deal of discussion 
and debate was stirred up by opinions that 
were stated in last week’s SOCCER NEWS about 
the Victorian State team. 


If the opinions are offered with honesty and sin- 
cerity, if they are meant (o be constructive and not 
‘merely critical, this is a healthy thing. 

: Unfortunately, space forced the editor to cut an 
important qualifying paragrapb ouf of last week's 
State Team story. It was this. 

“All this is purely a matter of opinion. Ten 
different men will select 10 different State Teams. 
Thousands of Victorian Soccer fans—myself included 
—will hope that the result in Sydney will prove my 
opinions to be dead wrong, will prove that the 
selectors have been dead right, and that Victoria 
scores 8 Convincing win against New South Wales.” 

And that still goes. 

But without this paragraph, unthinking people 
appear to have taken the published review of the 
State team and ifs prospects as criticism of the 
selectors. 


That would be ridiculous. The official selectors 
give a great deal of time, thought and effort to their 
work. 

And since their opinions and decisions are just 
as valid, if not more so, than mine or anybody 
else’s, the results of their work may be open fo dis- 
ssion and counter-opinion, but certainly not to 
criticism. 

* * 


When a club is promoted to the State League, 
it has to gamble a lot of money if it is ing to 
make an alj-out effort to stay in the top division. If 
the big gamble fails; it goes back to the minor 
leagues -at~the end of one short season and the 
money goes down the drain. 

This has happened so often, it has become hard 
for newly-promoted clubs to find “angels” willing to 
gamble the necessary money, and, as a result, there 
has been talk about “closing the State League.” 

_. Permanent closure would be a retrograde step 
and, not being in keeping with the spirit of our 
game, would harm Soccer as a whole. 

But an alternative suggestion appears to be more 
practical. It would delay, but not deny, promotion 
to the State League. The suggestion is that promotion 
and relegation io and from the State League shall 
take place only eyery second year.
